THE FELIX VILLA 
MURDER. 


TRIAL BEGINS AT 
SESSIONS. 


WIDOWS STORY OF ACCUSED 
WITH KNIFE. 


TERRIBLE WOUNDS. 


The Felix Villa murder trial 
was commenced before the Act- 
ing Chief Justice (Mr. Justice 
Wood) and a jury at the Cri- 
minal Sessions this morning, 
when prisoner denied — the 
charge, Prisoner is Tsui Suk- 
mei, a Northern Chinese, who 
is charged with the murder of 
Ku Sau-hi, another Northerner, 
at No, 9, Felix Villas, the 
residence of M. and Mme. R. 
Ohl, on December 13, 1930. 

Mr, Somerset Fitzroy is pro- 
aecuting for the Crown and Mr. 
Leo D'Almada, jnr,, instructed by 
Messrs, Johnson, Stokes and 
Master, ts defending,

Quarrelsome Nature. 


Mr. Fitzroy opened the case for 
the Crown nt some length, dealing 
with prisoners’s alleged quarrel- 
some nature with the other ser- 
vants when employed, at No, 9, 
Felix Villas, his subsequent dis- 
minssal, and decensed’s promotion 
to fill prisoner’s place as house 
boy. 

Counsel also dealt with evidence 
to the effect that some hours 
before the murder prisoner got 
up and went out. Mr. Fitzroy 
emphnsised the evidence by 
decensed’s widow that she saw 
prisoner, whom she knew well, 
after her husband had collapsed 
on the floor, standing with a knife 
in his hand. 


Medical Evidence. 


Dr. G, V. A. Griffiths, who was 
in charge of Victoria Mortunry, 
spoke of making a post mortem 
examination of the body and 
described the wounds inflicted. 
Ile sald there were minor 
wounds and abrasions on -both 
hands, face and neck. Those 
on the hands. he ssid, would be 

istent with deceased havinge 
seized hold of harp instrument, 
such as the blade of an knife, there 
being one particularly deep cut 
across the left hand. 

A stab wound on the right side 
of the. neck had cut through the 
external jugular vein and had en- 
tered the spinal column. There 
was also nnather wound at the back, 
between the shoulder blades and 
the neck. A third wound, he eaid, 
had pierged completely through. the 
heart: and‘ had damnged the left 
lung. 3 

Cross-examined by Mr. D'Almada, 
witness gave it as his opinion that 
deceased conld not have remained 
standing for more than 2 minute 
or a minute and a half after re- 
ceiving the wounds, He thought 
it would have been possible. for de- 
ceased {o have groaned or called 
out during the space of a minute. 
It was highly improbable he would 
have been able to do ro for two 
minutes, © ‘ 


Much Force Used. 


Witness continued that the ten- 
dency .on receiving such wounds 
would’ be to fall forwards, . or 
double-up, unless a blow'was struck 
from the front sufstently strong 
ly to knock the body backwards. 
He agreed that the-blows must have 
been ‘delivered’ with great. force 
and, he was ,of. opinion that the 
three main ivounds: had been cauged 
by some sharp Instrument. ~~ 

Replying to further questions, 
witness said that, judging from 
tho bruises nnd scratches on the 
facd and hands, he 
would suspect that ho struggled 
with his-nssnilant to defend him- 
self. The man was muscularly 
well devoloned and quite strong. 
Tt was -quite possible that tho 
nasnjlant would not get any blood 
from the wounds, as two of them 
were made through clothing.

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TRAPPED IN BLAZING 
BUILDING. 


LEAPS FOR LIFE.| 


“Appalling scenes were wit- 
nessed by helpless spectators of 
a spectacular blaze in: Constan- 
linople yesterday, when, 0 Reu- 
ler cable states, over a score of 
persons were trapped in a blaz- 
ing building. 

Some of the. {nmates jumped out 
of windows and were terribly in- 
jured. Many were unable to get 
out of the building and perished in 
the blaze. Most of the victims 
were women, 

Reuter describes the building as 
a Dlock of commercial offices, in 
which there was a store for cinema 
films, The intensity of the blaze 
when the films took fire may well 
be imagined, while thé films also 
sent off polsonour fumes. 

Seven of the victlms died in the 
Names and were ineinernted, And 
three others dled from asphyxia- 
tion, 

Fourteen were. seriously injured, 
four of them being shockingly 
mangled as a result of thelr leap- 
ing In terror from upper windows, 

‘The casualties includes many, 
typists and work-girls.

SERIOUS - DISTURBANCES IN 
NEW YORK. 


CLASHES WITH POLICE. 


Serious disturbances arising 
from demonstrations by thou- 
sands of unemployed are focuss- 
ing the entire attention of the 
United States on the problem, 
according to recent United Press 
messages. 


Unpleasant incidents are oceur- 
ring jn all parts of the country, 
and in several cases the ‘police 
have been forced to charge the 
mobs, while the Fire Brigade was 
caused into service with hoses in 
Los Angeles. 


In Rrooklyn there were turbul- 
ent scenes when 300 half-starved 
unemployed men and women milled 
about the Borough Hall barracks 
of the Salvation Army, (They de- 
manded food and when they fail- 
ed to get it they ataged a riot of 
no mean proportions. .. : 


Brooklyn Battle, 


Police reserves ‘were hastily 
aummoned in response to a riot 
call. The police found the de- 
monstrators threatening to break 
down doors. Using their aticks 
as blackjacka the police charged 
the crowd, Several of the unem- 
ployed were knocked down by 
mounted police officers. After a 
short but apirited battle the police 
were successful and the crowds 
were dispersed. 


There was a similar demonstra- 
tion on the Bowery, New York's 
strect of lost souls, But this was 
more easily broken up, albeit there 
were aching muscles and 
stomachs still empty when it was 
al) over, 


Farmers’ Plight. 


Out in England, Arkansas, an 
incrensing number of destitute 
farmers appealed to the Red Cross, 
Most of those who were begging 
for food in Arkansas had some 
n few-weeks ago but they had 
shared it, with the less fortunate. 
The farmers lost their crops and 
their live stock during last sum- 
mer's drought and now they must 
be aided or face atarvatlon. They 
have neither money nor credit, 


In St.. Paul, Minnesota, a com- 
mittee of militant unemployed 
persons conférred with Mr. Floyd 
Olson, the newly inaugurated 
governor of the state. They de- 
manded that at once Minnerota 
spend G.$26,000,000 in public 
works construction so that jobs 
may be crented. for thousands of 
men who have no work and who 
have families dependent upon 
them. 


Further, the unemployed in 
Minnesota demanded that the 
state furnish them with free food, 
homes, light and heat. : 


Los Angeles Scenes. 


In Los Angeles the efforts of the 
police to prevent a so-called Com- 
munist meeting in a down-town 
park resulted in a . dozen ' group 
fights in the. business district.

London, Jan. 18, 

An appeal for, enrnest con- 
sideration of proposals for 
reducing economic barricrs was 
mado by Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
the British Foreign  Minlster, 
spenking yesterday at Geneva at 
the Committve for ‘the Economic 
Union of Europe, 

Mr. Henderson referred to the 
different . Economic Conferences 
held under the auspices of the 
League of Nations and recalled 
that twenty-nine Governments had 
accepted the principles Jaid down 
by the conference held in 1927. 


Despite promises to implement 
these readlutions, however, they 
were still unfulfilled. 


Mr. Henderson asked what was 
going to happen in Europe if the 
tarlff negotiations failed. Failure 
might, he said, lead to a general 
tariff war, the effect of which on 
the European situation would be 
most grave. 


Ho earnestly appealed to tho 
Foreign. Ministers now in Genova 
to reconsider the matter. 

Lord Parmoor, the Lord Prest- 
dent of the Council, also referred 
to international economic pollcy 
In a speech at North Paddington 
yesterday. We must look to 
Geneva, he sald, to promote a 
spirit of peace fn international 
economy and support a_ world 
policy of a free exchange of goods, 
unlmpeded by the obstructions of 
customs houses.—British Wireless.

We sped smoothly, auavely

Humorous references to_objec- 
tions to the Fulham Power Station 
extension were made by Mr, Tyldes- 
ley Jones, K.C., when the Electrie- 
Jty Commissioner’ opened their in- 
uiry into the scheme at the Institute 
of Electrical Engincers, Victorian 
Embankment. 

Mr. Tyldesley Jones appeared on 
vehalf of the Fulham -Borough 
Council in support of their applica- 
tion for ‘consent to the extension of 
their generating station at Town- 
mead, Pulham. Sir John Broke 
presided. Mr. Singleton, K.C., ap- 
peared for the London County Coun- 
cil, the Westminster City Council, 
and the Kensington snd Chelsea 
Borough Councils. 

“We have received letters from 
at least 45 people,” sald Mr. Jones, 
“some: predicting that their life 
here will be a forecast of what will 
tuke place hereafter ff the scheme 
is adopted.” 


Chimney Statues, | 


The extended generating station, 
he said, would cover nearly ten 


sneres, with a frontage to the river 


of 1,025ft, and a depth of 660ft. 
Describing the new plant, Mr. 
Jones said that there would be four 
chimneys, ench 300 feet high. 
“There ix no reason why the 
chimneys should not be perfcetly 
suitable,” he continued. “They 
might even bear a facial resem- 
blance to those who play an impor- 
tant part in their ultimate construc. 
tion, it being the tendency of some 
people nowadays to embellish their 
buildings with sculptures of a most 
modern character.” (Laughter.) 
Mr. Jones said that every domes- 
tic consumer of coal poured out as 
many impurities as it was possible 
to get from coal.

INDIAN’ STATUS. 


BROAD OUTLINE OF POLICY 
TO BE MADE TO-DAY. 


-VICEROY’S APPEAL. 


: London, Jan. 18. 

The Prime Minister will ‘make 
his keenly awaited statement of 
the Government's policy. regarding 
India’s constitutional future, at 
the final plenary session of the 
Round Table Confarence  to- 
morrow. : 

Lord Rending; on behalf of the 
Liberals, and Lord Peol, on behatl 
of the Conservatives, will also 
speak, 

According to the Observer: “AB 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald wil) only 
indicate thé brond lines of the 
Government's policy, Lord Peel is 
not expected to give more than 
provisional and Hmited approval 
to the declaration.” 

The Viceroy,, Lord Irwin, re- 
ferred to the Roilnd Table Con- 
ference in a speech at the opening 
of the Legislative Assembly at 
Dethi yesterday. 


“Great Britnin.” he said, “has 
reajiscd, as she has heard of at 
first hand from all sections of 
Indian opinion included in the 
delegation, something of the new 
forces that are animating the 
politica) thought of India.” 

He described the Conference 
as the turning point in the con- 
stitutional history of India and 
dwelt npon the “inealealable value 
of the Conference” in dissipating 
misunderstandings on both sides, 
Lord Irwin made eon appeal 
to the leaders of all communities 
to meet again for the purpose of. 
settling communal diMeulties. He 
also appealed to Gandhl to try an- 
other course, and urged “nll the 
best elements in India and Grent 
Britain lo join hands fn bringing 
to fruition the undertaking so well 
begun in London and thus place 
their seal of friendship once again 
upon the relatfons between the 
two peoples whom unhappy cir: 
cumatances had latterly estranged. 

Lord Irwin also referred to the 
“crimes of violence which deeply 
stuined the fair name of India,” 
and said that “the experience 
of the pnat’ months Jeavea no 
doubt In regard to the existence 
of an organisation whose insane 
objective it 1s to promote the over- 
throw of established government 
by the deliberate  crention of a 
state of terrorism.” 

The Viceroy referred to the wide 
condemnation of such outrages as 
showing “the growing recognition 
of an urgent and paramount need 
for removing this malignant can- 
cer in the life of India."Reuteéer and

Moslem Elected President. 


New ‘Delhi, Jan. 17. 

Sir Ibrahim Rahim Toolah has 
been elected President of the Aa- 
sembly, thus defeating hin Hindu 
opponent, Sir Hari Singh Gour by 
76 votes to 36, Sir [brahim Rahim 
Toolnh was supported by the Gov- 
ernment on the ground that the 
President for this session should 
be a Moslem.-.

MAN ARRESTED FOR A 
1928 ROBBERY. 


—_ 


ONE OF MURDERED MAN'S 
LAST. SUCCESSES. : 


BLACKMAIL ALLEGED. 


Brought to book, it is alleged, 
after a lapse of twe years, Wan 
Lin-yau was charged at tho 
Criminal Sessions this morning 
with taking part in a robbery 
aboard a sampan in Yaumati 
Refuge on October 29, 1928. 
Two other men, who jumped 
overboard when an alarm was 
raised, were tried and sentenced 
soon after the offence. 

An interesting feature of the 
cnse Is that the arrest was effected 
by Tse On, the Chinese detective 
who was’ shot dead by alleged 
Communists in a Youmatl tea- 
house. 

Prisoner was formally charged 
with stenling a purse containing 
$140 in miney and 9 gold ring, and 
a plea of not guilty wus entered, 


Scene at Refuge. 


Outlining the case for the 
Crown, Mr, T. S, Whyte Smith said 
that on October 29, 1928, the com- 
plainant was on her boat in’ the 
Refugee when a small sampan came 
alongslde, 

Two men bearded and pretend- 
ed to be looking for oplum = or 
other contraband, Later they 
took her on to thelr own boat, 
where there waa a third man, 
alleged to be prisoner, They 
searched her and took the articles 
mentioned in the charge. Her 
husband, who was on a nearby 
conlboat and evidently saw all 
that happened and heard all that. 
was anid, would say that he was 
prevented from getting to his 
wife’s bont by the prisoner, and 
could not take effective action un- 
til the three robbera tried to 
escape. : 


Husband's Evidence. 


He would say that prisoner was 
the man who ran away with the 
purse, reaching the shore by run- 
ning across the coal-bont. The 
other two men jumped into the 
water—an alarm having been raised 
—-but they were pursued and cap- 
tured. Those men were tried and 
convicted, 

Mr, Whyte Smith said prisoner 
was arrested on December 3, 1930. 
They did not‘know much about. the 
circumstances because the detective 
concerned, Tso On, was shot dead 
in an Yaumati restaurant about a 
week later. That had nothing to 
do with the present case but, be- 
cause of the detective’s death, the 
exact circumstances of the arrest 
could not be put before the Court, 
although it was most probably ef- 
fected on information received. 

At an identification parade, the 
only person to identify prisoner 
was Fan Mei's husband, Lo Sing, 
who made the {dentifiention de- 
finitely and without hesitation, 


Suspicious Statement. 


Iteferring to a statement by pri- 
yoner when charged at the Police 
Station, Mr, Whyte Smith snid that 
although it was not in the nature 
of a confession, it was suspicious. 

He would submit that [t was, 
in fact, an incriminating statement, 
ag it showed that prisoner knew far 
too much about the robbery. 

In view of the husband's positive 
identification and the statement, 
he would ask the jury to return a 
verdict of guilty. Mr. .Whyte 
Smith reminded them that if pri- 
soner was only standing by and 
ran ashore, then he would . 
equally guilty. He did not scem 
to have gone in the sampan. Only 
two men hired the sumpan, but as 
he was on the scene of the rebbery 
he must have joined the others, 
presumably from the shore. 


Knowledge of Affair. 


Mr. Whyte Smith read prisoner's 
atatement as follows:—In this 
matter a number of persons went 
to take part. I did not go 
board tho boat. I was in- 
street. At lenst one man Ko Li- 
man and Pun Tak were arrested 
Another man. was 
Kau Kong-chal who went away, 
and snother was “feung Mel-chal. 
_ Before the Magistrate, prisoner 
‘alleged blackmall, declaring ‘that 
the’ boatpeople had tried .to get 
$30 from him and when he would 
not pay, brought the charge 
against him. - . 

The case is proceeding.

Born at Harrow In 1869, the de- 
cenaed gentleman was educated at 
Harrow School, nnd waa intended 
for the Army, but he changed 
hia intentions and eventually en- 
tered Into commercial life. In 
1892 he cnme out to the Far East, 
joining the firm of Mesars, Smith, 
Boll and Co., the well-known mer- 
chants In Manila, He remained 
In their servico for 27 years, dur- 
Ing which time he worked in 
Manila and ‘ ebu, holding the 
managerial position for many 
years. 

Ill-health caused him to resign 
jn 1919, but after two years at 
Home, he again ventured out 
Enat, coming: to Honskony, where 
he joined Messrs.Moxon and Thy- 
lor, share and genera! brokers, and 
with whom he was associated up to 
the time of his death. 

In Hongkong; although not iden- 
tifying himself very widely in 
public matters, - he enjoyed the 
friendship of a very large and 
varied cirele, Keen on tennis 
and yolf, he warn a prominent mem. 
ber of the Royal Hongkong Golf 
Club, whilst, in his younger days, 
he was greatly jn demand In 80- 
cial circles in the Philippines by 
reason of his talents asa singer 
and entertainer.. He was a mem- 
ber of the Thatched House Club, 
London, and the Hongkong Club, 
the Intter flying their fing at half- 
mast to-day, as.a mark of respect. 
The decensed was unmarried, but 
leaves a sister in England. ‘ 

The funeral will take place 
this afternoon, the cortage passing 
the Monument at 5 p.m., and as a 
token of respect, the Stock Ex- 
change and Messrs. Moxon and 
Taylor will close during the after- 
noon,

SALT. DELIVERED THROUGH 
PORT-HOLE. 


A rather unusual case came up 
nt the Marine ‘Court before 
Commdr.
